Low supplies of avail¬ 
able blood concern offi¬ 
cials at the American Red 
Cross of Southeastern 
Michigan, who are schedul¬ 
ing blood drives through¬ 
out the area to rectify the 
situatioa 

According to Martha 
Roemer Kurtz, spokesper¬ 
son for the organization, 
the amount of blood on the 
shelves has increased from 
' the critically low levels that 
plagued the American Red 
Cross throughout the sum¬ 
mer, but it is still a concern. 

“We’re below the three 
day base in all of our sup¬ 
plies,” she said. 

On Tuesday, there was 
only a 14-hour supply of 0 
negative blood, which is 
considered to be a ‘univer¬ 
sal’ because everyone can 
use it There was only a 17- 
hour supply of 0 positive 
blood. Similar shortfalls, 
she said, exist for all of the 
blood types.

from 2-8 p.m.

No city issues on November ballot

Romulus residents will be 
asked to decide only one issue 
during the Nov. 6 election. 

Wayne County Community 
College District officials are 
asking for a 10-year, 1.5-mill 
increase from 2011-2020, which 
will expire in 2010. 

Romulus City Clerk Linda 
Choate said there has been 


some confusion about the ballot 
this year because her office has 
said there would be no election 
unless a special ballot measure 
was introduced. This year, that’s 
exactly what happened. 

“The college introduced a 
millage renewal,” she said. “We 
don’t expect that there will be a 
big turnout - it will probably be 
like an average school board 
election.” 

Choate added that about 


1,000 of the 16,000 registered 
city voters would turn out at the 
polls - or about 8 percent of 
people properly registered to 
vote. 

The millage will help fund 
programs and continued 
improvement at the college, 
according to officials. Dr. 
George Swan, vice chancellor 
for curriculum and planning,

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers recently approved changes 
to the city tax abatement proce¬ 
dure to make it more conducive 
to business retention and devel¬ 
opment within the community. 

Tax abatements, the financial 
incentive offered to businesses 
that may flee elsewhere, in the 
past have been heavily weighted 
toward businesses that have 
resided in Romulus for many 
years. These are often the same 
ones that are not creating jobs 
for residents, city officials said. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said 
Tim Keyes, the city economic 
development director, asked the 
council several months ago to 
examine the points system that 
determines the number of years 
a company can have a tax break. 

“We had a real hard and fast 
points system that left little 
room for interpretation,” he 
said. “What we’ve noticed is that 
there’s been a change in atti¬ 
tude among businesses - they’re 
asking, ‘What are you doing for 
me that would make me come 
and build in your city?” 

Many companies have 
requested a tax break in the 
past two years, including 
General Motors, which operates 
an engine plant in the cily and 
companies new to the city, like 
the Detroit Newspaper 
Partnership, which is seeking to 
operate a distribution center in 
Romulus. 

Jobs creation was a big part 
of the picture, Lambert said. 

“We need to get people work¬ 
ing because there’s just not a lot

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Police - Women sold fake government documents

The preliminary examination for a 
Westland woman accused of allegedly selling 
individuals false identification documents 
wall head back to court next week after being 
adjourned on Tuesday. 

Janice Bess, 43, spent Tuesday morning in 
the courtroom of Judge Robert B. Brzezinski 
of the 16th District Court in Livonia for a pre¬ 
liminary’ examination. The hearing requires 
the prosecutor to convince a judge that there 
is sufficient evidence to warrant a trial. With 
the consent of Bess, however, the examina¬ 
tion was adjourned until Oct 23. 

Bess is one of five individuals arrested by 
the Wayne County Sheriff 's Department ear¬ 
lier this month as part of an investigation into 
an identity theft network. An employee of the 
Livonia branch of the Secretary of State, 
investigators claim that Bess knowingly 
issued valid state license plates, vehicle 
titles, vehicle registration, and Michigan dri¬ 
vers' licenses to individuals using false iden¬ 
tities. Bess was arrested at work on Oct 1 
after she allegedly sold a new license plate 


and vehicle registration to an undercover 
deputy who used an assumed name and pro¬ 
vided no identification. 

“It is incredible in a post SepL 11th world 
that a government employee would provide 
anyone with picture identification under a 
false name,” said Wayne County Sheriff 
Warren Evans. “ 

According to a statement released jointly 
by the sheriff’s department and the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s Office, the investigation 
began after a sheriff’s deputy noticed a 
“fraudulent paper temporary license plate 
taped inside the back window of the vehicle 
the officer had pulled over.” When ques¬ 
tioned, the driver told police who had sold 
them the plate. 

“FYom that point the investigation contin¬ 
ued to escalate as each person our investiga¬ 
tors contacted gave us information on some¬ 
one else,” said Evans. 

The trail eventually lead police to 42-year- 
old Cheryl Denise Simpson of Detroit who, 
according to the sheriff’s department state¬ 
ment, “told an undercover deputy that Bess 
could provide the officer with a ‘whole new 
identity,’ complete with a state driver’s 


license, with her photo but containing some¬ 
one else’s name, address, and driver’s license 
number” 

“We believe that, for a price, Ms. Simpson 
would identify customers and Ms. Bess would 
produce these items using the name and per¬ 
sonal information of an unwitting person 
already in the Secretary of State computer 
system,” said Evans. 

According to John Roach, spokesman for 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s Department, 
Simpson told investigators that “they had 
been working together on the scam for about 
a year.” Bess had been an employee of the 
Secretary of State for the past 20 years, he 
said. 

While these types of allegations involving 
a department employee are few and far 
between, we’re continually vigilant through 
our internal auditing and investigative proce¬ 
dures.” 

Currently released on a personal bond, 
Bess has been charged with forgery, use of a 
computer to commit a crime, two counts of 
identify theft, and two counts of false certifi¬ 
cation—impermissible use of personal infor¬ 
mation.

said a significant portion of the 
college support and appropria¬ 
tions are made up of tuition 
and local property taxes, but 
that the millage would help 
fund critical programs and 
plan for operations. 

The millage was first 
approved in 2001.The millage 
would generate about $41.1 
million. 

Because the proposal is 
essentially a renewal, no new 
tax would be levied if the mea¬ 
sure is approved. 

So far this year, the city has 
had only one election, and that 
was in May for the school 
board. The city has not intro¬ 
duced any special ballot mea¬ 
sures, and the council was last 
elected in 2006. 

It typically costs the city 
about $8,000 to $10,000 for an 
electioa 

The city of Romulus will 
operate 18 polling locations on 
Nov. 6. The polls will be open 
from 7 am. to 8 p.m.

of business development around 
here right now,” he said. “There 
are many businesses here that 
we like and have greatly 
enhanced our community. There 
; are some that aren’t creating 
jobs, and we need to be mindful 
of that as we look at applica- 
| tions.” 

Council members formerly 
used a points system that mea¬ 
sured the amount of the abate¬ 
ment request, the amount of 
money generated by the expan¬ 
sion and the number of years a 
business had been in the com¬ 


munity, among other data 

That information is then mea¬ 
sured against set time intervals 
that determine the number of 
years the city will provide the 
tax break. In the past several 
years, only General Motors has 
qualified for the full 12-year 
abatement, despite the fact that 
the automaker has shed jobs. 
The plant has had a presence in 
Romulus for more than 30 
years. 

Woolf Aircraft, a company 
that has been in Romulus in 
1981, requested a 50 percent tax 
break on $46 million dollars in 
improvements to the Cogswell 
Street facility for 12 years, but 
received only a six-year break. 


However, the company created 
10 new jobs as a result of the 
expansion. 

Tax abatements have been a 
cause for debate among manu¬ 
facturers facing a difficult tran¬ 
sition in the state economy, city 
officials who must look out for 
the public interest and resi¬ 
dents who feel they will have to 
pay for tax breaks given to big 
companies over the long haul. 

Small manufacturers are the 
businesses the city hopes to lure 
by using abatements. 

The State of Michigan 
approved the tax abatement law 
in the late 1990s to help stem 
the loss of high-paying industri¬ 
al jobs. Abatements cannot be 


granted for more than 12 years, 
according to state requirements. 

Other business sectors, 
including retail and technologi¬ 
cal, cannot take advantage of 
industrial exemptions, but there 
are other state- and county- 
sponsored programs that offer 
similar incentives. 

Lambert said the new policy 
does not mean that the adminis¬ 
tration or council-will assess 
applications differently. 

“There are still some busi¬ 
nesses we don’t want to have in 
the community, and we always 
have to consider what is best for 
residents,” he said. “We’re not 
going to give anyone who comes 
here an abatement”

Reject this amendment 

When voters in Belleville go to the polls on Nov. 6, they’ll decide 
more than who will serve on the Belleville City Council. 

Well, sort of. 

They will also see a proposed amendment to the city charter that 
would require voter approval before the city police or fire depart¬ 
ments could be eliminated or prior to the city contracting with any 
other municipal corporation to provide those services. 

Voters should reject the proposal. 

Now, before anyone accuses us of wanting to dismantle the public 
safety department in the city, let us assure you that is not the case. 
Both departments have a proud heritage and they are intimately tied 
with the identity of the community. 

Voters should reject it because it’s bad policy. The legal counsel to 
the government has already weighed in on it While they said the lan¬ 
guage itself was OK to be placed on the ballot the issue contradicts 
current state law. It violates the Home Rule City Act City Attorney 
Tim Cronin has already said that if the charter amendment is 
approved by voters, he will immediately challenge it That means 
additional costs to city taxpayers. 

It’s easy to see where this idea came from: lingering discontent 
over the move to joint dispatch with Van Buren Township—a change 
that is working fine, by the way, and at a reduced cost to city taxpayers. 
A move toward a contract to provide police services might be seen by 
some as the next logical step, but that is not necessarily the case. Even 
so, there would be better ways to stop that than by amending the char¬ 
ter 

The reason the amendment contradicts state law, we suspect, is 
because it could hamstring local elected officials in making decisions 
that could benefit taxpayers. There may be a time when it will be 
cheaper to be a part of a regional police or fire authority than to pro¬ 
vide the service. If the same or better services—and those are the key 
words, here—could be provided at a reduced cost, wouldn’t you want 
your government to look into it? 

The city council is voted into place to represent the interests of the 
voters. They should have the final say if and when this ever becomes a 
serious matter for discussioa 

The charter amendment will have no impact in that decision, 
either. Voters should reject it now. 

Cooperation bears sweet fruit 

Some examples of cooperation seen in the City of Wayne are worth 
an additional look. 

The city recently entered into an agreement to split the cost of a 
brine maker—we know, it’s exciting stuff—with the City of Romulus to 
help keep down winter road maintenance costs. 

Friday night, there was another example of a different kind of coop¬ 
eration—this one a little more fun—in the new Oktoberfest celebration 
that took place at the Wayne Community Center 

This was a combined fundraiser to benefit the Wayne Rotary, the 
Wayne Wheelfest and the Wayne Chamber of Commerce. The three 
groups have worked together well in the past, putting on ftindraisers 
that have been more successful together than they were separately. 

On Tuesday night, another product of cooperation took an addition¬ 
al step forward, when the city granted contracts that will help bring the 
Boundless Playground at Soroptomist Park to fruition next year. 
Everyone who has attended a fundraiser, played in a golf outing or 
contributed an empty returnable can or bottle during the past year can 
say they have a hand in that one. They should be justifiably proud, too,

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Fault isn’t form of government

The recent announcement of the resignation of 
Joyce Parker, Inkster city manager, and the city eco¬ 
nomic development director will probably bring 
back a debate about the form of government in that 
city. 

In the pash members of the city council have 
tossed around the possibility of changing from a city 
manager form of government to a strong mayor 
form of government. Current Mayor Hilliard 
Hampton has been a strong proponent of this, 
claiming it will help economic development efforts 
to have someone in charge who is dedicated to 
improving the city. 

That issue was included in the charter revisions 
rejected by Inkster voters. It was the main reason 
why this newspaper didn’t endorse the revisions, as 
well. 

It’s true, too. The city will best be served by 
someone who is dedicated to improving the city. It 
will also best be served by someone with the back¬ 
ground to pull it off, and an elected mayor doesn’t 
ensure that It’s important to remember that the city 
management form of government is sufetessful in 
nearly every community where it’s used, too. 

Even so, the debate is always a good thing, 
because it can illuminate different ways to improve 
the city. It gets the discussion going about what 


characteristics the council—or 
whomever ends up leading the 
search—should look for in their 
next top city official. 

The form of government, though, isn’t to blame 
for and perceived lack of progress in the City of 
Inkster. The economy itself is more to blame than 
anything. There’s more needed to help the situation 
than a cheerleader—no matter where the cheer¬ 
leader lives. 

Besides, there’s always the possibility that this 
underlying friction could be one of the causes for 
Parker’s departure. 

I was sad to hear of Parker’s announcement 
when she dropped by recently. She has had her 
issues to overcome while in office—what adminis¬ 
trator hasn’t—but I think she has done a good job 
since she came on board. She was certainly a much 
better choice than Bob Gordon, whom she replaced. 

Inkster has taken some positive steps—the most 
visible of which is the new city hall—and more 
developments are in the works. I also like the new 
approach to blight, where the city is working to take • 
down long abandoned homes. 

It may be inevitable that the debate comes up 
again as the search process gets under way. The 
best thing to do is pick a course of action and stick 
to it 



Schools ‘launch’ new science classes 


As many of you know, the 50th anniversary of the 
launching of the Russian satellite Sputnik was two 
weeks ago. Fbr those who don’t know, this landmark 
launching made many American scientists look at 
improving our space research so we could continue 
to compete globally. 

I found it interesting that Plymouth-Canton 
Community Schools chose to commemorate this his¬ 
toric launching with an interactive assembly for 
ninth and 10th grade students. According to Janet 
Kohan, district math and science coordinator, teach¬ 
ers not only used this event to talk about the Sputnik 
launch, but to stress to students the importance of 
working hard in math and science as the new 
Michigan curriculum makes it harder for them to 
graduate. 

The new law, “Michigan Merit Core Curriculum,” 
requires high school students to complete one credit 
each of algebra I, geometry, and algebra II and an 
additional year of math. The new science require¬ 
ments also include one credit each of biology, 
physics or chemistry and an additional year of sci¬ 
ence. 

Before many of you start thinking that this is 
unfair to high school students who’ve only been 
required by Michigan to complete V 2 credit of civics 
to graduate, I need to make one point clear. The 


Michigan economy is changing 
and most young people who 
graduate from high school are 
academically unprepared for 
these changes. 

A recent statistic said that only 32 percent of U.S. 
students entering ninth grade graduate prepared for 
college. Fbr Latinos, the number is 16 percent and • 
for African-Americans it is 20 percent 

Speaking of African-Americans, I was appalled to 
see a Channel 7 news report that discovered that stu¬ 
dents at a Cooley High School, a Detroit Public 
School, did not have textbooks or homework in their 
book bags. Administrators and teachers at this 
school need to be reprimanded. It is patently irre¬ 
sponsible to not give students textbooks or home¬ 
work by the middle of October Not preparing these 
students is setting them up for failure. 

Some say that that these new state requirements 
are unfair to students who want to pursue careers in 
carpentry, cosmetology and plumbing because these : 
fields don’t require much math or science. The last 
time I checked, most employers value well-rounded 
applicants over those who had limited experience or 
education. The type of economy that our state faces

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Officials attend Vision’ session

Belleville officials and mem¬ 
bers of various city boards and 
commissions met recently to 
exchange ideas and agree on 
priorities for the community 

A vision session, attended by 
members of the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA), 
the planning commission and 
area residents, took place last 
week. According to Mayor Tom 
Fielder, officials hope to resume 
the process every three to four- 
months. 

“The criteria is to do this 
quarterly to bounce ideas off of 
each other, which was well 
attended,” he said. “It’s a chance 
for each of the groups to tell 
each other what’s going on.” 

Ideas, such as a city ordi¬ 
nance officer, downtown devel¬ 
opment projects, library devel¬ 
opments and more area busi¬ 
nesses were discussed. 


“It’s good to see everybody 
face to face and see the projects 
at work,” said Mayor Pro Tern 
Bill Emerson. ‘There was no fin¬ 
ger pointing, just things that we 
have to get done, but, six months 
from now there could be some¬ 
thing else that needs to be done.” 

For now, though, the top pri¬ 
orities include the hire of a city 
ordinance officer and a planning 
consultant for the development 
authority, which will both be on 
the Oct 15 city council agenda, 
officials said. 

“We’ve decided we do need 
an ordinance officer and the 
downtown development authori¬ 
ty has agreed to pay for part of 
that,” said Emerson. “There’s 
been a request for a planning 
consultant but it’s also a matter 
of how we want to do it and 
when will they be needed?” 

The majority of projects in 
the works fall into the DDA dis¬ 
trict The Main Street water and 
sewer project, rehabilitation, 


water main replacement, 
streetscape and repaving are 
scheduled to be completed by 
the end of next year 

‘The hope is to finish this all 
at once because one major dis¬ 
ruption is easier than three or 
four small ones,” said Rosemary 
Loria, chairman of the DDA 

The hiring of an administra¬ 
tive assistant for the group will 
be the first step for the business 
recruitment process, as well, 
officials said. 

“We had interviews last week 
and we’ll soon have office space 
in city hall so the development 
authority has a visible presence 
in the city,” said Loria. “One of 
our goals was to get a person in 
to be a link for the DDA and the 
city manager so we can coordi¬ 
nate efforts.” 

Other plans include a new 
area library, city murals and, a 
bigger DDA project on the hori¬ 
zon, but officials have yet to com¬ 
ment the specific details.

Officials in Romulus and 
Wayne are teaming up to make 
roads safer this year—and save 
money at the same time. 

The two cities will split the 
cost of ah automated brine 
maker and storage tank that will 
reduce winter road maintenance 
costs for both communities in the 
short and long term, according to 
Robert English, assistant Wayne 
city manager 


“This is the first of many 
things we want to work with 
Romulus with,” said English. 

“It’ll be a great savings for us 
in the longterm,” he added. 

The City of Wayne experi¬ 
mented with a new way to salt 
roads during the winter months 
last year. Rather than spread 
rock salt on the roads as they had 
in the past, they made up a type 
of brine—using a derivative of 
beet juice—to pour on the roads. 
It’s more accurate and it stays 
longer, English said. Rock salt 


has a tendency to bounce off the 
road and get spread onto grass. 

“(This) goes exactly where you 
want it to, and it sticks,” he said. 

The brine is more effective at 
colder temperatures and it does¬ 
n’t require as many applications. 
It can also be made up ahead of 
time and spread in advance of 


snow or ice storms, which can 
reduce department overtime. 

Romulus and Wayne will 
share the new machine, which 
will be housed at the Wayne 
Department of Public Works 
yard. The machine, which costs 
about $54,800, can mix up 5,000 
gallons of brine at any one time. 


It will be stored in huge tanks. 

Wayne City Council members 
approved their portion of the 
expenditure recently. The 
Romulus City Council hasn’t 
acted on it yet, but officials there 
said they look forward to the 
cooperation across borders. 

“It’s enjoyable to work with 
the city just to our north,” said 
Tom Wilson, director of Romulus 
Public Works. “It will be advanta¬ 
geous for both communities. We 
all look forward to making our 
tax dollars go a little further.” 


College district to request renewal of millage

Area residents will see a mill- 
age renewal on the November 
ballot for the Wayne County 
Community College District 

School officials are asking for 
a 10-year, 1.5-mill renewal set to 
expire in 2010. The millage, if 
approved, will be in effect from 
2011 until 2021. 

“We’re making sure we have 
stability,” said Dr George Swan, 
vice chancellor for curriculum 
and planning. “A significant por¬ 
tion of our support and appro¬ 
priations are tuition and local 
property taxes. We want to be 
able to continue programs and 
plan for operations. 

“This is an opportunity to pro¬ 
vide for new programs, too,” he 
added. “So, really it’s not asking 
for a renewal early, but it does 
provide reassurance.” 

The millage was first 
approved in 2001, which helped 
transform the institution, offi¬ 
cials said. 

“There’s a five-year plan 
we’re developing now so it 
would allow us to know we have 


the funds for that If it (millage 
renewal) fails, we also have the 
opportunity to ask again,” said 
Martha Grier, assistant to the 
chancellor for special programs. 

Swan said for many years, the 
Wayne County Community 
College District was the only 
community who didn’t have a 
millage, but in 2001 voters 
approved an additional 1.5 mills. 

“It’s important for us to be 
able to grow to serve the needs 
of the community,” he said. 
“We’re now in the middle of the 
pack when it comes to funding 
We’re not number one or last, 
but this does level the playing 
field.” 

The college, which is more 
than 30 years old, has never 
received capital funding from 
the State of Michigan to main¬ 
tain the buildings or equipment 

“We can maintain technology 
upgrades, keep our facilities up 
to par and, we’re able to build-in 
capital projects, as well,” said 
Swan. 

Past projects include the per¬ 
forming arts center for the col¬ 
lege and renovations at the 
northwest campus. 


Meals volunteers needed 


The is one missing ingredient 
in solving the problem of seniors 
going hungry in Westland.

“We’ve had people waiting (to 
have meals delivered) since 
about April,” said Carol Scott, 
services manager for Wayne 
County Senior Citizens Services. 

The organization is actively 
searching for individuals willing 
to help remedy the situatioa 

“We could always use help in 
any community—we never turn a 
volunteer away,” she said. 
“Whatever time they can commit 
to us, we’ll take it, whether it is 
one hour one day per week or 
five days per week We like to get 
the meals out by 11 am.” 

The greatest need, at this 
point, is for a delivery driver in 
the Merriman and Ann Arbor 
Trail area of Westland, Scott said, 
since that is the area in which 
residents had to be waitlisted. 
She added that in that area there 
is a larger than average number 
of people who qualify for and are 
enrolled in the program. 
Volunteers serving that neighbor¬ 


hood would pick up the pre¬ 
pared and packaged meals at St 
Bernadine Church, located at 
31463 Ann Arbor Tr. in Westland, 
for distribution. 

Scott said that the organiza¬ 
tion would pay mileage to help 
offset any fuel costs. 

“We reimburse 36 cents per 
mile,” she said. 

In order to volunteer, an indi¬ 
vidual must have his or her own 
transportation, pass a back¬ 
ground check, and be able to vol¬ 
unteer for about one hour in the 
morning. 

Besides the food, Scott said 
that the volunteers also help 
offer homebound seniors—the 
majority of whom are at least 85 
years old—daily contact and a 
friendly face. 

Meals on Wheels, which is 
funded through the Senior 
Alliance, delivers to more than 
2,500 people every weekday. In 
Westland alone, 426 people bene¬ 
fited from the program last year.

The millage would generate 
about $41.1 million with the goal 
to fund operations, capital pro¬ 
jects, hire faculty and upgrade 
technology, officials said.

Dearborn Heights Robichaud 
was supposed to be the Inkster 
Vikings' toughest opponent this 
season. 

The gritty rivalry mateh-up 
only proved that the mighty Vikes 
are the real deal. There was no 
slowing the Inkster’s offense and 
no getting past its defense for 
Robichaud as the Vikings raced 


to a 54-12 homecoming victory on 
Saturday. 

Senior Aaron Shayers is 
emerging as one of the top quar¬ 
terbacks in the area He went 1-. 
for-12 for 158 yards through the 
air with three touchdowns and 
he rushed for 76 yards on eight 
caries for two scores. He also 
completed two passes for two 
separate two-point conversions. 
So far this season, Shavers is 59 
of 107 for 1,037 yards with 18 


touchdowns and only two inter¬ 
ceptions—both of those came in 
the first game of the season. 

That puts him beyond what he 
was after eight games last season 
(41 of 93 for 778 yards and 13 
touchdowns). 

“Aaron did what he was sup¬ 
posed to do,” said Inkster Coach 
Greg Carter of his star’s perfor¬ 
mance against Robichaud. “He 
was right on and did a good job. I 
can see the accuracy improving 
We just need him to keep getting 
better because the games are 
going to keep getting tougher and 
tougher as we go along” 

Shavers’ impressive stats are 
in part due to the solid receivers 
around him. Against Robichaud, 
senior wideouts Renty Rollins 
and Derrick Coker were relent¬ 
less. Coker snagged four passes 
for 83 yards for a touchdown and 
two two-point conversions. 
Rollins nabbed three balls and 
caught two touchdown passes. 
He had a diving third catch that 
looked like another touchdown, 
but was ruled incomplete. 

“Rollins is a player, he makes 
plays,” Carter said. “He, along 
with Coker, gives us a tough com¬ 
bination and we have a lot of 
young guys that are developing 
outside of them. We try to utilize 
them when we can. I don’t think 
that we gave them enough oppor¬ 
tunities in the first quarter, but 
we were heading into the wind 
and wanted to be safe with the 
ball and not give up any 
turnovers.” 

Inkster set the pace of the 
game early, scoring on the game’s 
first drive—a 12-play, five-minute, 
80-yard jaunt that ended with a 


four-yard score by Denzel 
Richmond. 

Shavers made it a 14-0 game 
when he hit Rollins for a 50-yard 
pass and score play. Then he 
found Rollins in the comer of the 
end zone for the two-point con¬ 
version at 8:41 of the second. On 
the first play of the Vikes’ next 
drive—41 seconds later—Coker 
grabbed a 30-yard pass for a 
score and a 20-0 advantage. 

Robichaud answered with a 
75-yard kickoff return by Deon 


Daniels to cut into the lead, 20-6. 

Richmond scored again from 
four yards out for Inkster and 
Shavers found Coker on a short 
slant for the two-point conversion 
to put Inkster up, 28-6, with 5:16 
left to play in the first half. 

Robichaud took advantage of 
a short-field situation on its next 
drive. Gerald McCanes stretched 
in to the end zone from four 
yards out to make it a 28-12 game
